according to estimates tabled in 
the legislature on Friday follow 
ing delivery of the budget speech 
by Hon. Solon FE. Low, provincial 


treasurer. 

This is a decrease of $395,496.73 
over the total handled by the prov- 
ince in the previous year, which 
was $22,580,300.93 
ESTIMATED REVENUE 

On income account there is ar 
estimated revenue of $18,141,130.80 
and an estimated expenditure of 
$17,191,124.78 or a surplus estimated 
for the fiscal year on income ac 
count of $950,005.82, a st a 
estimated surplus of $1,965.670 17 for 
the fiscal year which will end on 
March 31 next. This will mear 
there is an estimated decrease ir 
surplus on income account of 
$1,015.564.35 over last year 


On capital account the estimated 
receipts are $964,802.36 and estimat- 


ed payments $2,239,129 with net 
payments totalling $1 27.06. In 
the fiscal year now drawing to a 


close the receipts on capital account 
were estimated at $967,557.78 and 
payments were $2,517,268.10 or net 
payments of $1.548,710.32, a decrease 
this year of $275,383.26 over last 
year. 


AGRICULTURAL RELIEF 


For agricultural relief in the com- 
ing fiscal year, receipts are esti-| 
mated at $126,300 and payments at 
$284,550 with net payments totalling | 
$158,250. Therefore total net pay- 
ments on agricultural relief are esti- 
mated at $1,432,577. 

Capital account requirements for 
the Alberta Government Telephones 
are $50,000, while on income account 
the telephones system estimates to 
receive a surplus of $950,000. | 


FINANCED AS DEFICIT 

The total amount to be financed | 
as a deficit for the fiscal year com- 
mencing on April 1 is $1,567,571.24 

In his budget address Mr. Low

Martyr to Cause of Radium 
Retires To His 
Garden 


BILLERICAY, Essex, Feb. 25.--A 
martyr to the cause of science, 
Herold Sucgars, 60-year-old X-ray 
specialist, has retired to the scenes 
of his boyhood for a “few years 
of rest.” after 36 years of 
to mankind. 

When Suggars voluntecred for 
the post as X-ray assistant in the 
London hospital at the beginning 
of the century he knew the duties 
imposed on him carried a warrant 
of blindness and disease 

He was aware Ernest Harnack, 
pioneer of the department, develop- 
ed a mysterious, incurable skin 
disease after 12 months’ work, 
which resulted in loss of his hands. 
Two others died 


TURNS DEAF EAR 


Sugesrs turned a deaf ear to 
those who sought to discourage 
him. Within 12 months of entering 
the department Suggars noticed the 
first signs of the disease on his own 
skin. With each new outbreak he 
was given radium treatment, but it 
afforded only temporary relief, 

When he retired Suggars carried 
a scar seven inches long across his 
chest, caused by the strange action 
of the rays

He is blind in one eye, partially 
blind in the other, has a false eye- 
lid and his face bears traces of the 
work of plastic surgery.

JAPANESE IMMIGRATION 


Neither Prime Minister King nor, presum- 
ably, Conservative Leader R. B. Bennett intends 
to get excited over the Japanese immigration 
situation which has recently been brought to 
the attention of the publi¢é. Mr. King agrees 
that the number of Japanese nationals in this 
province presents a complex problem; but he 
does not see that any good purpose would be 
served if Canada were to break the gentleman's 
agreement entered into by this country and 
Japan nearly 30 years ago. Under that agree- 
ment the influx of Japanese was to be limited 
to 150 a year. The Prime Minister told the 
House of Commons yesterday that this number 
not only had not been exceeded but had not 
been filled in any year of the last five, the aver- 
age being about 81. 

Mr. Bennett agreed with the “exclusion bill” 
sponsored in the House of Commons by Mr. A. 
W. Neill (Independent, Comox-Alberni), but 
in principle only. He thought it should not pass 
in the form in which it stood but that it should 
be made effective at a given date, a year or 
more hence, thus giving the government time 
to communicate with the Japanese government 
and explain how the Canadian people felt about 
the matter. Both the Prime Minister and the 
Leader of the Opposition thought that Japan 
and China should be treated alike in the mat- 
ter of immigration. Mr. King does not consider 
Japanese should be excluded merely because 
Chinese are. 


In view of the fact that the Prime Minister 
adjourned the debate on the bill, it follows 
there is very little likelihood of it becoming an 
issue this session. It is just as well. This is a 
time for Canada to keep cool on any matter, 
the too free airing of which in Parliament 
would tend to add new irritation to an already 
badly irritated world. Eighty new Japanese 
arriving in Canada yearly—under an agree- 
ment—cannot seriously be regarded as a vital 
invasion.—Victoria Times.

millions more, and yet the holder of a onc- 
pound note could buy a pound’s worth of goods 


as surely as though he had tendered a golden

printing process had been carried far beyond 
what might be deemed the safety point—just 
so soon as gold had been dug up in South Africa 
or elsewhere and buried again in London—hey, 
presto! confidence would be restored. This happy 
result would not, however, be attributed to any 
value inherent in the gold.

Let's glance at the origin of our currency 
system—a brief, and not too technical, glance. 


It started on a gold basis, because people in 
those days who happened to have gold found 
that others were always willing to give them 
value for it. An ingot of gold valued by a gold- 
smith at £100 could always be exchanged for 
£100 worth of goods. If you had an ingot, you 
would not leave it at home but deposit it with 
a goldsmith for safety. 

If you than agreed to exchange your £100 
ingot for a £100 you would probably 
collect the ingot from the goldsmith and give 
t to the man from whom you were buying the 
But like yourself, would not care to 
at home back it would go to the 
goldsmith. It can be seen, then, how deposits of 
gold accumulated, and eldom disturbed 
Presently the goldsmith began to take a chance 
and issued loans on the strength of the fact 
thét he could safely meet anybody's demand 
for the borrowed gold; in practice, hardly one 
depositor in ten asked for his gold. Therefore, 
as receipts for gold became more and more cur- 
safe to issue about ten receipts fo:

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 
History was in the making in 
House, Montreal, on 
February 25, 1848, ninety years ago 
today. The series of crises which 
had followed the resignation of the 
first LaFontaine-Baldwin minist: 
in 1841, had seen three ministries, 
chosen by Sir Charles Metcalfe in 
to conduct public 
business without responsible gov- 
ernment—the ministries of Vig 
Draper, Draper-Daly, and Sh 
wood-Daly. Then came the d 
solution, the appeal to the peo 
and the first great Liberal victory 
in the Canedas. Lord Elgin had 
replaced Metcalfe; his wisdom saw 
free

remedy, and, although he took no 
part in the elections—he was ale 
ways constitutional—his advice un- 
doubtedly had much (o do with the 
sweeping victory of the reformers 
For the first time they had a 
majority in both Lower and Upper 
Canada. 

When the new parliament met at 
Montreal, on February 25, 1848, 
Lord Elgin performed the cere- 
mony and A. N. Morin was elected 
Speaker of the assembly, defeating 
Sir Allan MacNab, 54 to 19. An 
amendment to the address in reply 
to the speech from the throne was 
moved the next day and exactly 
on March 3, it was 
the Sherwood-Daly 
ministry resigned the next day; 
Lord Elgin called L. H. Lafontaine, 
who formed a ministry which took 
office on March 11, and the long

deeply bought.” 

When the long delayed monu- 


ment to Sir Louis Lafontaine was 
unveiled et Montreal, June 24, 1908, 
February 25, 1848, was described by 
F. D, Monk, then the Conservative 
leader in Quebec: “The blessed day 
of the birth of free government for 
our country, the true birth of our 
nation. On that day the last 
Shackles, the last bonds, were 
broken, and colonial autonomy was 
consecrated forever.”

destined to be Lafontaine’s succes- 
sor, and the chief partner with 
John A. Macdonald in the creation 
of the Dominion of Canada.

Mr. Blue, who had moved the 
original resolution, in continuing 
to defend it, charged that the 
house was arguing about public 
ownership and labor disputes and 
rights, while poor peopie who 
needed coal were allowed to suf- 
fer. He contended that it did not 
matter who dug the coal, whether 
it was the farmer or miner. 

“But what does matter,” he said, 
“is that the people who need it 
should get If we can't get con- 
trol in 4 matter of such importance 
as this we-.might just as well re- 
sign and turn over the government 
of the province to the C-P.R. or 
the Hudson's Bay Company.’ 


SAYS COMPROMISE 

S. A. G. Barnes, S.C., Edmonton, 
Stated that it was a great regret 
that the resolution had been 
changed and a compromise entered 
into. “Surely the time hes come in 
this province where the natural re- 
sources are so abundant and we say 
continually we have enough for 
all; enough for everybody, and the 
people are in distress, and we have 
no excuses to offer to the people 
who suffer,” he said. “They put this 
government here to just relieve 
thet situation. I think we are 
afraid to jnterfere with private 
ownership. Who put us into this 
position—privaie ownership! Then 
why don't we undertake to change 
it? In this city we have public 
ownership of certain utilities, and 
it is well known. to those who sit 
on my right that about one mil- 
lion dollars of taxation is saved by 
the surplus earnings of these util- 
ities, 

“I would like to impress upon 
this house, when we, as members, 
fulfill our duties to the people. we 
shall have public ownership of 
public utilities we will put 

more people to work, 

“If we are pable of doing 
this thing that we are elected to 
do to relieve the distress of the
